WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP)— 
President Truman today signed 
into law an appropriation bill 
carrying $2,431,708,000 for enlisted 
men's terminal leave pay. 

The President has not yet 
signed the terminal leave pay leg- 
isiation itself. This is on“his desk 
for action, 

Press Secretary Charles G. Ross 
said the President would sign the 
terminal leave pay bill itself— 
which authorizes the Government 
to make the payments—at a 
special White House ceremony, 
possibly tomorrow. 

The bill signed today carries 
rziso $30,000,000 for the purchase 
of especially-fitted automobiles for 
veterans who have lost their legs. 

It provides also $26,000,000 for 
OPA, in addition to $75,000,000 ap- 
propriated earlier. 

Also signed today was legisla- 
-tion increasing by 20 per cent the 
disability pensions of veterans of 
World Wars I and II. The legis- 
lation prohibits any reduction in 
pensions of disability payments in 
the time a veteran is hospitalized. 
Under old regulations, veterans 
often received less while hospital- 
ized. 

Another bill signed gives war- 
time members of the Merchant 
Marine the same re-employment 
rights provided for members of 
the armed forces under the Selec- 
tive Service Act. 

Other bills signed by Truman 
today continue the life of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
until June 30, 1947, and authorize 
the Library of Congress to spend 
$1,125,000 of funds already appro- 
priated for Braille books and 
sound recordings for blind per- 
sons. The RFC measure includes 
authorization for RFc to lend the 
Philippine republic $75,000,000. 

Officer Increase Approved. 

Legislation authorizing an _ in- 
crease from 25,000 to 50,000 in the 
number of officers in the regular 
army was signed today also. The 
increase was requested by the 
War Department to fill demands 
of the nation’s greatest peacetime 
army and to. encourage some 
World War II reserve officers to 
join the regular forces, 

Authorization for federal agen- 
cies and departments to establish 
health programs for their em- 
ployes was contained in another 
bill signed, It limits the _ pro- 
grams to treatment for on-the-job 
iliness, emergenoy dental care, 
general health practices and pre- 
employment examinations. The 
Public Health Service will estab- 
lish standards by which physi- 
cians and dentists will be se- 
lected,

BOSTON, Aug. 8 (AP)—Mas- 
sachusetts spoke up sharply yes- 
terday to President Truman and 
the District of Columbia com- 
missioners against changing 
Washington's Concord Avenue to 
Missouri Avenue. : 

“The State of Missouri and the 
office of President itself might 
never have come into existence 
but for what transpired at Con- 
cord, Massachusetts,” the gov- 
ernor’s council asserted in a reso- 
lution, 

The resolution, Introduced by 
Republican Lt. Gov. Robert F. 
Bradford and adopted unanimous- 
ly, declared the switch in names 
was made “at the instigation of 
President Truman.” 

Recalling that. the nation “was 
born in the suffering and courage 
of the men... who fought and 
died at the Concord bridge”— 
where the “Minute Men” met Brit- 
ish Redcoats on April 19, 1775— 
the council protested against the 
change and asked that the Con- 
cord name be restored.

THEIR SKULLS FOR 
MUSEUM IS BARED 


‘Jewish- Bolshevik Com- 
missars’ Were to Be 
Murdered With Care, 
Heads Forwarded for 
Exhibit of Skeletons.

Of the Post-Dispatch Staff, 
NUERNBERG, Aug. 8 (By 
Radio) — To start with, he was 
macabre and spectral enough to 
have crawled out of a painting 
by Goya — this tame scientist of 
Heinrich Himmler who slouched to 
the witness stand of the war 
crimes trial today and identified 


himself as 8. 8S. Obersturm- 
bannfuehrer Prof. Dr. Wolfram 
Sievers, director of the Reich 
ancestra] heritage society of Ber- 
lin. 

The gaunt, waxen face with its 
high and narrow forehead was aj)- 
most concealed under a_ brown, 
silky moss of beard, mustache and 
sideburns. But one could sense 
the line of a mouth as hard and 
sharp as a knife blade. Small, 
close-set eyes darted furtively to 
and fro under triangular eye- 
brows. 

It soon became-obvious that with 
every evasion, denial and perjury 
this sallow apparition was signing 
and resigning his own future death 
warrant. And the tale unfolded 
in the process of cross-examina- 
tion by Maj. F. Elwyn Jones of 
the British prosecution brought 
shivers to spectators who thought 
they had long since brown im- 
mune to gooseflesh. 

It appeared that Dr. Sievers was 
a collaborator with §s. S. Haupt- 
sturmfuehrer Prof, Dr. August 
Hirt in the creation of a museum 
of skeletons at the University of 
Strassburg. It was designed to 
iNustrate “the repulsive and char- 
acteristically sub-human type of 
the Jewish-Bolshevik commissar.” 

The Answer Comes Hard. 

Jones asked where the skeletons 
were obtained. The witness 
squirmed and dodged. 

“TI ask you,” thundered the 
prosecutor, “where did you expect 
to get these skeletons?” 

The answer came with a ghostly 
sigh which was audible throughout 
the courtroom. The fatal word, 
spoken in a whisper, was “Ausch- 
witz.” 

The camp in Poland was Himm- 
ler’s main extermination center for 
Jews. 

One gruesome captured docu- 
ment after another was thrust 
into evidence to show that Sievers 


swore falsely during his previous’ 


examination before a commission 
gathering evidence with respect to 
the indicated Schutzstaffeln or- 
ganization. ° 

The scientist protested that he 
personally knew nothing of the 
matters in hand and acted merely 
as an intermediary for correspond- 
ence between 8. 8S. Gruppenfuehrer 
Dr. Karl Brandt, who was one of 
Himmler’s deputies as Reich's com- 
missioner for health and medical 
services. 

The British lawyer in ominous 
tones again and again sounded a 
warning that “I am giving you an 
opportunity to protect yourself 
against a charge of perjury.” Once 
he observed that tt was clear the 
w'tness had not the slightest in- 
tention of telling the truth, 

At last Sievers burst forth with 
an exclamation of such unintended 
comedy that involuntary smiles 
relaved tense faces about the hall. 

He cried out in desperation: “I 
was just a simple mailman!”

According to these sources, the 
British Government informed the 
State Department that all ships 
carrying Jews in excess of 1500 
monthly quota will be diverted 
from Palestine harbors to the

Unofficial spokesmen did not in- 
terpret the British action as an at- 
tempt to influence the outcome of 
conferencee here on the Palestine 
situation. 

In London, the Laborite Daily 
Herald said the British Govern- 
ment has decided to retain the 
Palestine mandate, attempt to 
carry out the federation plan and 
ask the next United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly meeting to pass 
judgment on its efforts. 

The Herald reported that the 
cabinet was determined to proceed 
with the plan to split up Palestine, 
even if President Truman rejects 
it.

PARIS, Aug. 8 (AP) — Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
told the peace conference today 
that Soviet Russia could not agree 
to committee-adopted rules on vot- 
ing—and ran into a charge by 


Australia's Herbert V. Evatt that 
the Russian leader was attempt- 
ing to dictate to the conference. 

Molotov threw the plenary ses- 
sion into confustion by reopening 
the once-settled question on vot- 
ing procedure, Molotov gaid the 
United States and Britain had re- 
pudiated decisions in the Council 
of Foreign Ministers. He then ac- 
cused Evatt of “acting to create 
opinion against Soviet interests.” 

Evatt, Australian Minister of 
External Affairs, has been active 
in promoting the cause of the 
small nations before the confer- 
ence. In a flery reply to Molo 
tov, he said the Soviet leader was 
trying to enfores before the peace

Giant Bomber With 10,000-Mile 
Range Taken Aloft First Time 


FORT WORTH, Tex., Aug. & 
(UP)—The United States Army 
Air Force announced today that 
the XB-36, world’s largest bomb- 
ing plane, has flown successfully 
for the first time. 

The giant six-engine plane—so 
huge it dwarfs the mighty B-29— 
was airborne in ita first test at 
Fort Worth Army Air Field. Wit- 
nesses said the pusher-type craft 
was in the air with 1000 feet of a 
special runway still unused. 

The plane, with a range of 10,- 
000 miles, was bnilt at the Fort 
Worth plant of the Consolidated- 
Vultee Aircraft Corp. 

It was designed and ordered by 
the Army in the war, at a time 
when it appeared England might 
fall and America would need 
planes capable of carrying a bomb 
load to Europe, dropping it and 
then returning to the United 
States,

Representative Michener of 
Michigan, who also is acting Re- 
publican leader, told a reporter 
that should the Democrats retain 
control of Congress, the Missouri- 
an's replacement would help the 
rules group ‘‘function in the way 
it ia intended.”

Hannegan's statement, issued in 
Washington, may be somewhat 
premature, the propaganda hope 
of a professional politician trying 
to bolster party workers in a po- 
litical situation fraught with much 
doubt. Hannegan has taken the 
result in one Congressional dis- 
trict, In which machine politics 
was a highly contributing, and

—Sabath and James J. Delaney of 
New York. Because a tie vote 
blocks action on any measure un- 
der consideration, Slaughter and 
his five Southern colleagues have 
heen able to make their views pre- 
vail, 

Sabath sald the balance will be 


still farther away from the south- 
ern group if Representative How- 
ard Smith (Dem.), Virginia, re- 
signs to run for the Senate seat of 
the date Carter Glass. Former 
Representative Burch (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, now holds the Senate seat, 
at least until the November elec- 
tion. Smith, who won renomina- 
tion Tuesday, has declined to com- 
‘ment on the possibility. 

Pointing to legislative proposals, 
the prospects of which they say 
have been brightened by Slaugh- 
ter’s defeat, both Sabath and

The minimum wage bill passed 
the Senate with bi-partisan sup- 
port before it ran afoul the Rules 
Committee in the House.

View of the Politicians. 

Viewing the state primary as a 
whole, the Democratic politicians 
actually find little comfort in the 
returns, while the Republicans 
see i.. the lessening o! the differ- 
ence between the Republican and 
Democratic primary vote a ground 
for belief that they have an ex- 
cellent chance to carry Missouri 
this year. 

Presidential favor was not an 
issue in any primary contest ex- 
cept that in the Slaughter dis 
trict. Senator Frank P. Briggs, 
who is shown by the unofficial 
returns from all except 250 pre- 
cincts, in the Democratic primary 
for United States Senator, to have 
defeated Ben Marvin Casteel by 
143,180, a lead which may be in- 
creased to about 145,000 by the 
complete official returns, had the 
President's support, bi. Casteel 
did not oppose any of the Preai- 
dent's policies and no issue was 
drawn there. 

The total vote in the Demo- 
cratic state primary will show «a 
decrease on the official returns 
from the total of 1942, the last 
primary in a non-presidential elec 
tion year, while the Republican 
vote will be about the same as 
then. In 1042 the Democratic 
primary vote exceeded the Re- 
publican by 90,860. 

On returns from all except 250 
precincts in the»Democratic Sen- 
atorial race and all except 433 in 
the Republican, the Democratic 
excess this year is 68,919. 

The fact that there are more 
Democratic primary votes than 
Republican is not an indication 
that there will be more in the 
general election. Notwithstandin 
the primary lead in August 1942, 
the Republicans carried the state 
by a narrow margin three months 
later. 

There always is a larger Demo- 
cratic vote in Missouri in the prt- 
mary, due to the fact that there 
are many more heavy Democratic 
counties than there are Republl- 
can counties. Because of that, 
Republicans vote in the Democratic 
primaries in those counties in 
large numbers, that being the only 
way they can have a voice in the 
election of the local county offl- 
cers, the local Democratic nomi- 
mees being certain of election. In 
most of there counties the Repub- 
licana do not even have candidates 
in the primary. 

When the general election comes, 
these Republicans vote the Repub- 
lican ticket. 

A Republican Trend. 

There has been a strong Repub- 
lican trend in Missouri since 1942, 
showing up first in a few special 
elections to fill vacancies in Con- 
gress and in the State election, It 
continued in the 1942 general 
election, and in the 1944 election, 
when the state went quite heavily 
Republican outside of St.,Louis, It 
was the Roosevelt atrength in Mt. 
Louls which gave the state to the 
Democrats in 10944, and even that 
failed to carry into office the 
Democratic candidate for United 
States Senator. 

This year the Democrats will be 
without Roosevelt's drawing power, 
and the general political trend of 
the last few years has been such 
as to raise a considerable doubt 
as to whether Hannegan may not 
be only “whistling past the grave- 
yard” in his optimistic analysis of 
conditions based only on the re- 
sult in one congressional district.

Alphonse Schmitt said “Tt 
recorded very well over about an 
hour and a half and was really a 
big quake.” 

A second “very heavy” shock 
was recorded on Navy Iinatru- 
ments at Miami, Fia., at 1:31 p.m., 
four hours after the first dls- 
turbance. 


Two earth shocks, one very 
strong, were recorded today by 
St. Louis University seismographa, 
The Rev. James M. Macelwane, 
head of the university's Institute 
of Geophysical Technology, said 
the disturbances probably were 
centerad about 1865 miles south of 
St. Louis, near the West Indies. 
The severest shock was registered 
at 8:34 a.m., the other at 9:34 a.m, 
St. Louis time.

RUSSIA DEFENDS 
UN. MEMBERSHIP 
RIGHT OF ALBANIA 


Calls Greek Accusations 
False—Action Put Off 
Till Nation Replies to 
Charges.

NEW YORK, Aug. 8 (AP)— 
Soviet Russia today defended Al- 
bania’s rights to membership in 
the United Nations and asserted 
that a Greek memorandum oppos- 
ing admission of Albania was 
based on false accusations. 

Russia went to the defense of 


the little Balkan country in a 
two-and-a-half-hour closed session 
of the Security Council's member- 
ship committee, 

Action on Albania‘s a 
was postponed again, however, 
after Great Britain, the United 
States and several other members 
expressed the belief that nothing 
should be done until Albania had 
been given a chance to reply to 
the charges. 

The committee immediately 
started considering a list of ques- 
tions which will be submitted to 
Col. Tuk Jakovia, Albania’s repre- 
Col, Tuk Jakovia, Albania's rep- 
resentative in New York, with a 
request that he reply in writing. 
Consideration of these questions 
will be continued tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

Soviet Representative Alexei N. 
Krasilnikov denied that a _ state 
of war had existed between Al- 
bania and Greece since 1940, as 
the Greek memorandum charged. 
He said war had been declared by 
a Quisling government of Albanian 
on the orders of Italy and not by 
the present government. 

On the other hand, the Soviet 
representative said, the Albanian 
people had helped to a great ex- 
tent not only the Greek people 
but all Allied countries, 

He said the Albanian people 
deserve by their record to be 
among the family of the United 
Nations. Regarding territorial 
claims against Albania, mentioned 
in the Greek memorandum, he 
said these had no connection with 
the legal and moral right of Al- 
bania to be admitted. 

Krasilnikov was supported by 
Jerzy Michalowski, Polish repre- 
sentative. 

Consideration of the applica- 
tions of other atates now before 
the committee apparently will be 
delayed until next week, since 
the questions to be sent to Al- 
bania were expected to be dig 
cussed at length tomorrow.

USE OF FIBER-GLASS

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP) - 
Army clothing and boots lined 
with fiber-glass will be tested in 
Alaska and the Aleutians this win- 
ter as a protection against extreme 
cold, The War Department said 
today the material is expected to 
prove much warmer and lighter 
than present wool and cotton gar- 
ments.

WASHINGTON, Aug. & (AP)— 
The Food and Agriculture Organ- 
ization recommended last night 
the creation of a world “ever- 
| normal granary” to prevent future 
shortages and surpluses of food 
‘and farm products. 

The United Nations agency sug- 
gested that a granary program 
be operated by a world food board 
|with authority to buy and sell 
commodities for the purpose of 
stabilizing supplies and prices. The 
recommendations will be laid be- 
fore FAO's second annual confer- 
ence opening in Copenhagen 
Sept 
| The Food Board would have au- 
‘thority also to dispose of sur 
pluses to needy countries at cut- 
jrate prices. 

“The objective of the board's op- 
erations,’ FAO said in a report, 
“would be to ensure that suffi- 
cient food is produced and distrib- 
uted to bring the consumption of 
all people up to a health standard. 
The need for additional food is so 
great that if human requirements 
could be translated Into economic 
demand, there would be no ques- 
tion of surpluses of basic foods.” 

FAQ suggested that the pro- 
posed world food board operate 
through commodity committees 
with the pwer to hold stocks of 
the important commodities. 

It would announce minimum 
and maximum prices, buy sup- 
plies when the world price fell 
below the minimum, and sell 
|when the world price exceeded 
the maximum. The board would 
be financed by a revolving fund, 
contributed by member nations 
of FAO. . 

“It may seem premature to put 
forward such an ambitious pro- 
posal,” FAO said, “but we are 
living in a world which is being 
driven so fast by the advance of 
science that bold measures are 
required if we are to resolve the 
tremendous social and economic 
problems that face all countries.” 

FAO said there were only two 
alternatives for nations today-—— 
“either co-operation for mutual 
benefit in a world policy, or a 
drift back to nattionalistic poli- 
cies leading to economic conflict 
which may well be the prelude 
to a third world war that will 
end our civilization.”

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 8—In a 
unanimous decision, ,the National 
Labor Relations Board yesterday 
ruled that the newspaper carriers 
who distribute the Retord and the 
Inquirer from house to house in 
Philadelphia metropolitan § area 
are independent contractors. 

The ruling, announced in Wash- 
ington, removes the carriers from 
the provisions of the NLRB so far 
as collective bargaining rights are 
concerned. It brings to an end a 
two-year-old dispute over the car- 
riers’ status, The decision and 
briefs in the St. Louis case (see 
helow) were considered by the 
board in this controversy.

Under a decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, the 
finding is final, since no appeal 
can be taken from an NLRB de- 
cision which denies the petitioners 
the status of employes. 

The dispute dates back to the 
epring of 1945, when the Philadel- 
phia News Carriers’ Union, local 
504. affiliated with the AFL In- 
ternational Printing Pressmen and 
Assistants’ Union of North Ameri- 
ca, filed a petition with the NLRB 
requesting that it be certified as 
bargaining agent for the Record 
carriers. A similar petition was 
filed on behalf of the Inquirer's 
carriers. 

On April 10, 1945, 
riers set up a picket line, and 
the Record applied to Common 
Pieas Court No. 2 for an Injunc- 
tion against the picketing on the 
ground that the carriers were not 
employees of the newspaper with- 
in contemplation of the Federal 
labor laws but were independent 
contractors, 

An injunction was granted by 
Judge Vincent A. Carroll. The |! 
carriers thereupon appealed his 
order to the Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court, where the matter has 
rested since.

The NLRB opinion asserts that 
the carriers “are not listed on the 
companies’. pay rolls” and “some 
employ helpers to assist them in 
their work.” Many sell out-of-town 
papers as well local newspa- 
pers, and 16 out of the 50 carriers 
who testified at the NLEB's hear- 
ings in the case have other occu- 
pations besides selling newspapers, 

“In addition,” the opinion said, 
“some carriers, in competition 
with the publishers, sell the pub- 
lishers’ papers at wholesale prices 
to stores along their routes. All 
such matters are decided by the 
individual cafriers without con- 
sultation with the companies. 

In several minor respects, the 
opinion continued, the relationship 
between the P?tarriers and the 
newspaper companies appeared to 
have the aspects of employe and 
employer, but these were out- 
weighed, in the NLARE’s opinion 
by a majoeity of th? elements. 

The carriers, it was pointed out, 
choose their «wn sales areas. 
“Carriers freel® buy and sell their 
routes, and enjoy a wide latitude 
in the exercise of their individual 
initiative in the way they oper- 
ate within their own territories. 
They receive virtually no instruc- 
tions from the publishers, and are 
free to compete with them in the } 
wholesaling of papers and even to 
zell comodities other than news- 
papers on their routes,” the NLRB 
finding held, 

In stating !t# conclusion, the 
board said: “It is thus apparent 
from all these characteristics that 
the economic facts surrounding 
the relationship between the car- 
riers and the publishers make it 
more nearly one of independent 
enterprise than of employment in 
respect to the ends to be accom- 
plished by the (NLRB) Act, and 
fail to bring the relationship 
within the act's protection. 

“We find, therefore, that the 
house-to-house carriers who deliv- 
er the Record and the Inquirer te 
the homes of subscribers in the 
Philadelphia metropolitan” § area 
are not ‘employes’ within the 
meaning of the act.”

WAVE SINCE 1316, 
0404 CASES INU.S. 


Sections of Middle West, 
West and South Hit— 
77 Reported in Mis- 
souri in Week. a

The worst wave of infantile 
paralysis since 1916, reaching epi- 
demic proportions in some locali- 
ties, has struck scattered sections 
of the South, West and Middle 
West. 

Health authorities took steps to 
check the spread of the disease 
as.the United States Public Health 
Service reported a cumulative 
total of 5454 cases throughout the 
nation, including all states ex- 
cept West Virginia. 

This total compared with 29,000 
cases in 1916. Last year the total 
for the same period was 2913. It 
was 3992 in 1944, the next worst 
year since 1916. 

In some of the worst areas, the 
number of cases rose to 10 times 
as heavy as a year ago. 

In New England, sbme other 
eastern states and at least two 
western states the incidence of the 
disease was below last year. Some 
other areas reported the number 
of cases at “about normal.” 

Epidemics wera reported § in 
Minneapolis, in an Arkansas coun- 
ty and in three Mississippi coun- 
ties. The Ohio state health direc- 
tor predicted an epidemic year 
unless a “sharp drop” was noted 
within 10 days. 

A survey showed these condi- 
tions in other parts of the South: 

Louisiana, 167 cases to date com- 
pared with 30 for the period last 
year; Florida, 385 against 38 a 
year ago; Alabama, 195 compared 
with 84; Memphis, Tenn., 30 against 
8, and Virginia, 34 against 108. 

Conditions in the West and 
Southweat: 

California, 417, about normal; 
New Mexico, 44 compared with 6 
a year ago; Washington, 89 againat 
76; Colorado, 279 cases with 120 in 
Denver; Oklahoma, 77 hospitalized 
cases and 12 deaths; Montana, 41 
compared with 6 a year ago; Ne- 
braska, 110 compared with 17;

OPA price controls were re- 
moved today on certain types of 
janitorial services and the OPA 
also approved higher ceilings for 
several industrial items along 
with one to two-cent increases 
on canned peas, corn, tomatoes 
and tomato products, 

Services on which controls were 
discontinued included window 
washing, cleaning of building ex- 
teriors and floors, contract jani- 
torial service, and charges for 
water softening. 

Industrial items on which higher 
ceilings were approved included 
certain types of aluminum wire 
and cable, radio capacitors, brass 
screw machine products, non-fer- 


rous bushings and commercial 
metal furniture. 

Price increases on food items in- 
cluded 2 cents on No, 2 can of 
peas and tomatoes, 1 cent on corn, 
tomato juice and 12-ounce pack- 
ages of frozen corn and peas, and 
1 cent on 14-ounce containers of 
catsup and six-ounce cans of to- 
mato paste. Controls were removed 
on fresh red sour cherries but 
products made from them _re- 
mained under price ceilings. 

The food increases, effective im- 
mediately, were permitted to off- 
set cancellation of subsidy pay- 
ments by the Government. 

Hog prices at National Stock- 
yards continued .to decline from 
last Monday’s record high of $25.15 
a hundredweight with an opening 
top of $23, a drop of 50 cents 
from yesterday's close. No choice 
steers were marketed today, but 
cheaper grades were steady and 
medium grades dragging. 

Prices on veal calves continued 
to rise, reaching a new record 
high of $20.25. The lamb market 
was steady, top grades bringing 
$22.50, equaling yesterday's newly 
established record. 

Estimtaed cattle receipts today 
were 3000, compared with 3900 a 
week ago and 2400 a year ago; 
calves totaled 1200, the same as a 
week ago and considerably under 
the 2000 of a year ago, Hog re- 
ceipts were 4000, compared with 
4200 a week ago and 2700 a year 
ago. Sheep and lambs continued 
in liberal supply, receipts being 
3500, compared with 3200 last 
Thursday and 2900 a year ago. 

‘l..e supply of cattle and hogs 
throughout the country continued 
to increase, reporta from 12 lead- 
ing livestock markets showing 
that in the first four days this 
week cattle receipts were 248,500

The application of skyscraper 
construction to the conventional 
small home by use of fabricated 
structural stee] was demonstrated 
here yesterday for the first time 
to builders from four states. 

A new development in home con- 
struction, “packaged” steel frame- 
work is expected to help alleviate 
the nation’s housing shortage by 
replacing scarce lumber and at 
the same time provide the conven- 
tional builder with a competitive 
answer to prefabricated homes. 


As if by magic, the steel frame- 
work for a five-room, 24- by 30- 
foot house was erected in three 
hours in a new St. Louis county 
subdivision as the visiting build- 
ers watched. Wood framing. for 
the same house would have re- 
quired three days to construct, 
Within a few more hours the 
house was “closed in” by roof 
sheathing and insulation board on 
the exterior of end and side walls 
—nall nailed to the steel frame. 

The demonstration house at 
2800 Carson road, said by its 
builder, John C. Gross, to be struc- 
turally superior to a wood frame 
house, will sell for $8250. The price 
includes lot, garage, central gas 
heating unit, refrigerator and gas 
stove, 

The steel framework, manufac- 
tured by the Stran-Steel division 
of the Great Lakes Steel Corp., 
was factory cut and mitred to exact 
lengths and specifications and de- 
livered to the building site in one 
package in knocked-down form. 


Wall panels and roof trusses were 
sub-assembled by welding on the 


site, then erected and welded to- 
gether. The entire frame became 
one all-welded unit when finished. 

A patentedg “nail groove” in 
each piece of steel permitted 
nailing material directly to it. 
Each stud, rafter and joist is made 
of two light gauge steel sections, 
one slightly convex, the other con- 
cave. The two are welded at the 
factory so that a small slit run- 
ning the length of the beam re- 
mains between the joined sections 
and makes a curved channel for 
nails. A nail driven into the slit 
deforms itself in being forced 
around the curve and is automati- 
cally clinched. The producer state 
the “nail groove” develops 25 per 
cent greater holding power than 
a nail driven into wood. 


Stran-Steel framing costs more 
than lumber but the producer con- 
tends this is offset by a reduction 
in on-site labor cost and by im- 
proving the quality of the finished 
home, 


With lumber scarce and much 
of it of poor quality, home build- 
ers can turn to steel, which soon 
will be rolling out of the Stran- 
Stee] plant at the rate of 5000 
“packaged” home units a month, 
producer representatives said.

Power to Review Valid- 
ity of NLRB Ruling on 
Bargaining Rights. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP)— 
President Truman and the Wage 
Stabilization Board last night ap- 
proved a contract covering 136 
supervisory workers at four Jones 
& Laughlin Steel Corp. “captive” 
mines in western Pennsylvania. 

It was the first such contract in 
th» coal industry and gave John 
L. Lewis an inittal victory in his 
fight to unionize mine foremen. 


Th.: employes affected are repre- 
sented by the United Clerical, 
Technical and Supervisory Em- 
ployes, a branch of Lewis's United 
Mine Workers, 

The agreement was negotiated 
by Adm. Ben Moreell, who has 
been running the nation’s bitu- 
minous mines since the govern- 
ment seized them May 22 in an 
effort to end the coal strike. 

The shutdown was terminated 
a week later by an agreement be- 
tween Lewis and Secretary of In- 
terior J. A. Krug which gave 
Lewis's 400,000 striking soft coal 
miners an 18%-cent hourly wage 
boost and a 5 cent tax on every 
ton of coal mined for a health 
and welfare fund, Settlement of 
the foremen controversy was left 
to procedures and decisions of the 
National Labor Relations Board. 

The Moreell agreement on the 
Jones & Laughlin supervisors was 
the outgrowth of that arrange- 
ment. Lewiz’s supervisory work- 
ers union was certified as the 
bargaining agent for the Jones & 
Laughlin foremen. 

Court Action Pending. 

A showdown on the whole issue 
moved a step closer by the Gov- 
ernment’s approval of the con- 
tract. The company’s petition to 
the United States Court of Appeals 
for a preliminary injunction to 
keep Moreell from putting the 
agreement into effect has yet to 
be decided, Now that the con- 
tract has been approved, the court 
has something to restrain. Up to 
this time the company had been 
trying to block the coal mines 
administration from doing some- 


|thing it was only pledged to do. 


Under terms of the agreement 
the supervisory workers get a pay 
boost of $1.85 a day, plus all the 
other gains the production work- 
ers received in the Krug-Lewis 
pact, 

Along with the Jones & Laugh- 
lin supervisory contract, approval 
was given to companion agree- 
ments covering clerical and tech- 
nical workers at the same mines 
and at the Industrial Collieries 
Co.., Johnstown, Pa., a subsidiary 
of Bethlehem Steel Corp. These 
workers get a flat 18%-cent an 
hour increase. 

The Wage Stabilization Board 
did not act on 10 terms of the 
agreement, including a clause pro- 
viding that the administrator fol- 
low NLRB decisions in the mat- 
ter of union recognition, on the 
ground that did not constitute 
changes requiring an order of the 
board, 

Industry members of the board 
dissented on all approved clauses 
except that calling for the wage 
increase, which was approved 
unanimously. These two mem- 
bers, Earl N. Cannon -nd A. Cole- 
man Barrett, contended that the 
NLRB certificatio:. was not con- 
\clusive and that the mcefority ac- 
tion “improperly bypassed the Na- 
tic..al Labor Relations Board and 
the courts.” 

Restrictions Cited. 

The majority opinion declared 
the Wage Stabilization Board had 
no power to question the validity 
of the decision by the NLRB as 
to the rights of supervisory em- 
ployees under collective bargain- 
ing provisions of the National La- 
bor Relations Act. 

Tha majority members said the 
act did not contemplate that cer- 
tifications should be considered ans 
“worthless or inconclusive” pend- 
ing the outcome of court tests. 
‘The board poin.ed out that 
Moreell’s recognition of the union 
does not prevent the company 
from obtaining a complete review 
of the case in the courts and “in 
no way binds Jones & Laughlin.’

Ready to Intercede. 


Because of the effect on 
local economy, Mayor Ernst 
Tiemann Sr. 
ganized a citizens committee of 
two state representatives and two 
clergymen to remain ready to in- 
tercede at the request of either 
party. The stove industry is the 
community's principal source of 
income. 

Federal conciliators § failed 
their efforts to bring the 
panies and the union together on 
the contested issues, which are, 
principally, the amounts of wage | 
increases. The union has de- 
manded increases of 18% cents an 
hour in accord with the prevailing 
national wage pattern. The manu- 
facturers offered them up to 15 
cents and then withdrew their

Assertion by Union Head. 


Joseph Lewis of St. Louis, iIn- 
ternational president of the stove 
mounters’ union, asserted that 
the manufacturers have refused to 
accept further efforts of federal 
conciliators.

Tough Course Ahead. 

The Trieste statute will have a 
tortuous course at best. The 
compromise plan must be ap- 
proved first by the Italian com- 
mission of the peace conference, 
then by the conference itself, 
which will send it to the Big Four 
for consideration. If they accept 
the recommendation it still must 
go to the United Nations Security 
Council and finally to the U.N. 
General Assembly before becom- 
ing effective. 

A highly-placed authority, who 
asked to remain anonymous, said 
the four-power Trieste commission 
was unable to agree after nearly 
a month of consultation. , 

The principal disagrsement, this 
source said, lay in Russian _in- 
sistence that the governor of the 
proposed international zone and 
representative of the "J.T. Security 
Council must be a Yugoslav and 
that his powers shoul be as 
broad as possible, 

The informant added that the 
Americans, British and French 
maintained that the governor 
should be neither Yugoslav, Ital- 
ian nor an inhabitant of the free 
zone. All three suggested vary- 
ing degrees of authority to be fur- 
nished the legislative assembly to

Moscow Radio and Press Carry 
Byrnes’s Speech. 

LONDON, Aug. 8 (AP) — The 
Moscow radio said today that it 
had given the Russian people a 
full report of the debate between 
Secretary of State Byrnes and So- 
viet Foreign Minister Molotov 
Tuesday in which Byrnes accused 
Molotov of trying to dictate to the 
Paris peace conference. 

A Moscow dispatch said Pravda, 
Communist party newspaper, and 
the other Moscow papers also 
printed the full text of Byrnes’s 
speech. Pravda gave the speech 
the most prominent position on 
its foreign news section, printing 
the text of Molotov's reply be- 
neath, The two texts, along with 
Tass dispatches covering later 
conference events, occupied pages 
three and four, 

Byrnes had challenged Molotov 
to have his remarks, made at a 
meeting of the conference's com- 
mittee on rules and procedure, 
published in the Russian press. 

Moscow said the debate had been 
recounted in a Russian language 
news broadcast at 8 a.m. Moscow 
time, and that it had taken 40 min- 
utes to read Byrnes’s speech. 

“The news  ~obulletin quoted 
Byrnes in the first person through- 
out and followed with Molotov’s 
reply,” Moscow said, 


Vandenberg in “Complete Agree- 
ment” With Byrnes, 


IONIA, Mich., Aug. 8 (AP) — 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, yesterday described recent 
differences at the Paris peace 
conference as just part of “the 
procedure of finding a common 
ground between eastern Commu- 
nism and western democracy.”

Private industry disbursements, 
the report said, rose to a record 
in June and were almost 6 per 
cent greater than in July of 1945, 
the last full month of the war. The 
figure was not given. 


Income payments to individuals ' 


include wages and salaries, net 
‘Income of unincorporated busi- 
nesses, dividends and interests, 
net rents received by landlords, 
and other types of individual in- 
comes. 


Salary and wage payments were | 


reported ag $8,701,000.000 in June 
compared wtih $8,629,000,000 in 
May and §$9,572,000,000 in June, 
1945. 

Dividend and interest payments 
were listed as $2,263,000,000 for 
June against $558,000,000 in May 
and $1,853,000,000 in June, 1945, 

Relief and other public assist- 
ance 
$94,000,000 in June, unchanged 
from May but $7,000,000 higher 
than in June 1945. 

The department's index of in- 
come payments, based on 100 for 
the 1935-39 average, declined from 
239.7 in May to 239 in June, after 
making seasonal adjustments. In- 
creased factory payrolls partly off- 
set a continued shrinkage of mili- 
tary payments and a decline in 
farm income from the “exception- 
ally high May position.”

There is every reason to believe 
that Stalin's answer was honest. 
And with the Soviet Union now 
committed to a new five-year plan, 
which channels most of its pro- 
ductive energy into military re- 
construction, there is no reason to 
believe that a change in the rela- 


tions between the Soviet Union 
and the west will come in the near 
future. 

On the contrary, the evidence 
suggests that the existing division 
will grow deeper and the existing 
tension will mount further. 

The Soviet choice was made im- 
mediately after the Yalta confer- 
ence. Those who were present at 
Yalta are still convinced that Sta- 
lin was not indulging in double 
talk when he promised Churchill 
and Roosevelt the democratization 
of the eastern European govern- 
ments. If that promise had been 
carried out, it would have implied 
a new, non-imperialist Soviet pol- 
icy of building a better life within 
the Soviet Union and collaborating 
with America and Britain in all 
issues arising beyond the Soviet 
borders. 

Promise Was Broken. 

But it was not carried out. 
Whether Stalin changed his mind 
or was reversed by the Politburo, 
the promise was immediately bro- 
ken. 

Within one week of the termi- 
fation of the Yalta conference, 
the grim Vishinsky appeared at 
Bucharest and by open menaces 
of force established the Groza 
government in Romania. 

The story since that time should 
be familiar to everyone. At every 
international meeting, and when- 
ever an opportunity has been of- 
fered at Moscow, Secretary of 
State Byrnes, British Foreign 
Minister Bevin and other quali- 
fied representatives of the two 
countries have repeated the same 
warning to Stalin and to Molotov. 

Soviet policy, they have pointed 
out, by dividing the Soviet sys- 
tem from the west and secking 
at the same time to expand the 
Soviet system at the expense of 
the west, was simply laying the 
foundations of an _ anti-Soviet 
grand alliance of the western 
powers. 

Their warnings have gone un- 
heeded. The Soviets have per- 
sisted in their policy. Now no 
sensible observer at this so-called 
Peace Conference supposes that 
the great issues under discussion 
are much more than border dis- 
putes between the two systems, or 
ignores that the beginnings of a 
grand alliance already exiat. 

Meanwhile there are indications 
that the Soviet policy of military 
reconstruction at home and ex- 
pansion abroad is encountering 
difficulties in execution. 

During the Mihailovich trial at 
Belgrade, for example, important 
non-Communist Eastern European 
leaders, such as the Bulgarian 
Minister of War, Gen. Velcheff, 
were laboriously implicated in Mi- 
hailovich’s alleged crimes. This is 
taken to mean that in the near 
future a general liquidation of 
personalities not regarded as de- 
penciibly pro-Soviet will be con- 
sidered necessary. The blood of 
its potential leaders may drown 


living standard elsewhere, 


the opposition in the 
states. 

But in Poland, where a brave 
peoples’ major political experience 
has been underground resistance, 
the position is more troublesome. 
Reliable reports indicate that the 
Polish puppet government was 
stunned by the real results of the 
recent referendum. In view of the 
ndmitted 40 per cent vote for 
Mickolaiczyk, qualified diplomatic 
observers put the real anti-govern- 
ment total at around 70 per cent. 
That ‘means that Poland must be 
held down by sheer military 
forces. 

No less atriking was* Molotov’s 
recent demand for the immense 
total of 10 billion dollars of Ger- 
man reparations from current 
production, which contravened the 
Potsdam agreement both as to the 
sum and the method of collection. 

Since the meeting of the Big 
Four Foreign Ministers there have 
been signs that, although the two 


Balkan 


objectives are apparently contra- 
dictory, the Soviet representatives 
will seek German reparations just 
as insistently as they seek oppor- 
tunities for the commynization of 
Germany as a whole. The obvious 
inference is that the Russian 
economy urgently needs this ex- 
ternal assistance. 

Thus it is belleved that there Is 
little danger of a final clash be- 
tween the Soviet and western sys- 
tems during the next years, while 
the Soviets are preoccupied ,with 
rebuilding their military strength 
and tightening their grip on their 
satellites, 

On the other hand, it is obvious 
that when these processes are 
completed, the danger of war will 
be appalling if the world is still 
divided into the great, hostile, 
armed camps, Indeed, war in the 
long run can only be averted by 
a change in Soviet policy or a 
surrender to the Soviet system by 
the west. 

Three Ways for a Change. 

A western surrender, although 
it is not impossible in the event of 
a failure of American leadership, 
is not considered by the men of 
Paris. As to, the chances of a 
change in Soviet policy, it is con- 
sidered that there are only three 
ways in which this can occur, 
One is obviously war. 

One is an internal convul- 
sion, which will unseat the expan- 
si.nist faction in the Politburo 
and give the pewe: to the advo- 
cates o* the old Litvinoff policy of 
collaboration nd collective securi- 
ty (if any such remain). 

And one is an enforced change, 
which the masters of the Kremlin 
might make if they find them- 
selves confronted with such unity 
and strength in the west as to be. 
convinced that their present policy 
is unworkable and unrealistic, 

The next years, and especially 
the moment when Stalin passes 
from the scéne, will test the pos- 
sibilities of a change from within 
Ruzzia. Most observers here do 
not rate those chances very high, 
and some even contended that dif- 
ficulties at home will drive the 
masters of the Kremlin, In the fa- 
miliar man.er of all autocrats, to 
create fur...c» diversions abroad.

A special four-man committee 
is in immediate charge of the 
drafting. Members are: James W. 
Riddle Berger, chief of hte divi- 
sion of central European affairs; 
J. Kenneth Galbraith, director of 
the Office of Economic Security 
Policy, which deals with economic 
affairs in occupied enemy areas; 
Henry FP. Leverich, chief of the 
division for occupied areas in the 
Office for International Informa-

JAP CROP PROSPECTS BRIGHT, 
U. $, TO CUT FOOD SHIPMENTS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. & (AP)— 
The United States plans to reduce 
food shipments to Japan because 
of better crop prospects on the 
Japanese mainland, diplomatic of- 
ficials said yesterday. 

Deliveries of cereals, beans, peas, 
sugar and fats will average about 
125,000 tons monthly during the 
rest of the year compared with 
140,000 tons monthly average 
March through July. Brighter 
prospects for the 1946 Japanese 
rice crop, which ig expected to 
surpass last year's yield, are given 
as the major reasons for the re- 
duction. 

The United States has been 


sending food for civilian consump- 
tion to Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
areas in Japan, Korea and the 
Ryukyus on the theory that it was 
necessary to keep order in the oc- 
cupied zones. From March through 
July, the United States sent 700,- 
000 tons of all kinds of foods to 
the Japanese, nearly four-fifths of

By Breaking Faith in Palestine

Hilary Minc, spokesman for Po- 
lard, challenged the statement by 
American Delegate William Clay- 
ton that Europe should now be 
able to live on its export trade.

LaGuardia recommended yester- 
day that the relief agency which 
has spent $2,937,000,000 in aiding 
the world’s needy people be liqul- 
dated this year. 

Port of Dunkerque Reopened. 

PARIS, Aug. 8 (UP)—The war- 
wrecked port of Dunkerque was 
officially opened for traffle today, 
and the first ship to enter it since 
the liberation was ready to sail in 
tomorrow.

HE defeat of Representative Roger C. Slaughter in the Mis. 
sourl Democratic primary was attributed by editors variously 
to President Truman's personal opposition, to the candidate's 


“reactionary record” in the House, and to the workings of the Pen- 
dergast political organization in Kansas City. 


The New Orleans Times-Pica- 
yune said that Slaughter owed “his 
defeat primarily to the President's 
demand for it.” 


The Detroit Free Press said: 
“Mr, Truman was within his po- 
litical rights as the game is played. 
But he showed a remarkable lack 
of finesse in swinging his hatchet. 
He did not appeal to the people 
but to the Pendergast gang to get 
his victim.” 

The Atlanta Constitution: “The 
result was something of a sur- 
prise,” adding that “most of the 
experts had believed Slaughter 
would be returned and the Presi- 
dent rebuked in his ‘purge’ at- 
tempt. He (Truman) would have 
suffered really severe loss of pres- 
tige and creatéd something of a 
party crisis had he lost in his home 
state.” 


The Dallas News said “the Tru- 
man victory is still less Impressive 
because of the mechanics of the 
success. The dominion of the 
Pendergast machine is recognized 
in the area and Truman, its most 
conspicuous exported product, 
called for and got its support in 
the open battle to defeat Slaugh- 
ter.” 

The Washington Post comment- 
ed that “the victory for President 
Truman's candidate . . . will do 
much to restore the President's 
fast slipping political prestige.” 

The Washington Star sald: “Mr. 
Slaughter was faced with a tough 
combination, being opposed not 
only by the President but also by 
the Pendergast Kansas City ma- 
chine and the CIO-PAC. The ex- 
tert of the latter's contribution to 
Mr, Slaughter’s defeat is hard to 
measure, but it probably was con- 
siderably less effective than the 
Pendergast machine.” 


“It is one of the inexorable rules 


of politics that when one politician 
does a favor for another, the favor 
must be returned upon demand,” 
said The Cleveland Plain Dealer. 
“This meang that the President is 
under renewed obligation to the 
Pendergast machine.” 

The Chicago Sun said that if 
Slaughter “bears a grudge, it 
should be directed against himself 
for double-crossing voters who 
thought he was a liberal.” 

The gain or loss of prestige in- 
volved in the election, The Balti- 
more Evening Sun said, “may not 
extend very far. The Fifth Mis 
souri District is not the nation.” 

The Los Angeles Times said 
Truman's effort to unseat Slaugh- 
ter “will profit the President very 
little... if it encourages him to 
attempt similar purges of other 
Congressmen he dislikes. And ev- 
ery place he fails he will have cre- 
ated a personal grudge which will 
add to that particular Congress- 
man’s opposition.” 

The Louisville Courter Journal 
said: “Mr. Slaughter, as a member 
of the all-powerful Rules Commit- 
tee of the House, simply had not 
played ball with the administra- 
tion. Thus, nobody is likely to 
quarrel vigorously with Mr. Tru- 
man's motives, or his practical 
right, to encourage the political 
slaughter of Mr, Slaughter.”

Fast-Growing Blue Cross 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial of May 19 entitled "A 
Health Fight Subterfuge” has only’ now 
come to my attention. You said that 
“Voluntary plans cannot begin to do 
the job (of providing adequate health 
care) for the whole working popula- 
tion,” and referred to the arguments of 
those groups which urged use of the 
voluntary method as “merely a subter- 
fuge to block the broad reform re- 
quired.” 

Blue Cross has no political motives, 
and we do not presume to speak for 
any group but ourselves, Nor does Blue 
Cross cover the whole field of health 
needs. But with regard to hospital 
care, we think you do this movement 
an injustice if you intend to imply that 
its testimony on the Murray-Wagner- 
Dingell bill was designed as a “subter- 
fuge”" to block needed reform. 

As an indication of the effectiveness 
of the voluntary method, Blue Cross has 
had an amazing history. Your editorial 
gave us 16,000,000 members; thone fig- 
ures are only a year and a half oid, 
But in that short space of time, mem- 
bership has risen to 23/000,000 persona, 
Currently, 500,000 individuals join every 
month, 

Most “experts” agree that 80 per cent 
of the population is the largest number 
which could be covered under any type 
of personal health pre-payment program 
--Government or private, The State of 
Rhode Island is now enrolled 61 per 
cent in its Blue Cross plan; 28 per cent 
of the State enrolled during the last 12 
months. By the end of 1946, more than 
5D per cent of Massachusetts will be 
Blue Crose-protected. Today, at least 
16 states have enrolled 20 per cent or 
more of their population, including Mis- 
sourl, where one out of every four 
persons is a Blue Cross member. 

The interesting thing about these 
facts is not the figures or the percent- 
ages themselves, but the rate at which 
Blue Cross has grown in the last two 
or three years. We were told, once, 
that 10,000,000 members were the most 
that could be hoped for. We are told, 
now, that we have about reached our 
peak. Neither statement has any more 
accuracy than the other, 

Whether or not similar non-profit 
voluntary plans can provide access to 
medical and dental ¢are, including pre- 
ventive care, is a question for the fu- 
ture. But if the voluntary method is 
preferable to Government regulation, 
then all agencies concerned in this prob- 
lem—including the Federal Government 
~—should devote every possible energy 
to making it work.

President Truman indicated at his last press 
conference that Justice Jackson, having com- 
pleted the prosecutions at Nuernberg, will re- 
turn to his place on the Supreme Court. It is 
fervently to be hoped that he and Justice Black 
will forego their infantile bickering and acquit 
themselves with a dignity befitting members 
of the nation’s highest tribunal. 

It is to be hoped also that by meditation and 
self-examination they may acquire a more ju- 
dicial temperament, That they lack it is no 
fault of their own, but the result of their expe- 
rience. Each, prior to his appointment to the 
Court, was the ardent advocate and determined 
prosecutor—a background that does not conduce 
to calm and even-handed weighing of causes, 

This brings us to what is probably the great- 
est defect of the Supreme Court as now con- 
stituted, The judiciary is a special branch of 
the law, which itself is an intricate maze, and 
the Supreme Court is the apex of the American 
judiciary, yet the Court is composed chiefly of 
men who at the time of their appointment never 
had been judges. 

Chief Justice Vinson sat on the District of 
Columbia Circuit Court of Appeals for four 
years and for one year was chief Judge of the 
Emergency Court of Appeals, passing on price 
control cases, Justice Rutledge served for four 
yéars on the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals. Justice Murphy served seven years 
on the Detroit City Court. Justice Black had 
a year and a half on the police court in Birming- 
ham, 

The whole pre-Supreme Court: judicial ex- 
perience of all the Justices comet to less than 
18 years, and the half of this accumulated by 
Justices Murphy and Black was on such inferior 
courts that it hardly counts. 

> * . 

It may be replied that President Roosevelt, 
who appointed seven of the present Justices, was 
committed to a peaceful political revolution and 
that he felt ft necessary to appoint men who 
would .correspond to what he considered the 
feelings and demands of the country. All this 
is true, but a little patient search could have dis- 
closed on the federal bench or on high state 
courts men who would have met this test as 
well as the actual appointees did and who would 
have had the judicial rather than the partisan 
mind. 

To quote a learned jurist, “Partisan ap- 
pointees are prone to be partisan judges, They 
lack the detachment of the scientist and philoso- 
pher and tend to be champions. Then ensues 
pride of opinion and asperity toward opposing 
views. That the Court is greater than its 
members is ignored, and ‘Truth is lost in the 
midst of disputes.’” Is not this dangerously 
near to an accurate description of the Supreme 
Court today? 

To be sure, some of the greatest Justices had 
no judicial experience before their appoint- 
ment to the high court. The late Justices Bran- 
deis and Stone are examples. But they pos- 
sessed in the highest degree the natural judicial 
temperament and they were deeply learned in 
the law, 

* + . 

There is every reason why such men should 
be considered for the supreme bench. But the 
fair and orderly interpretation of the law will 
be served if appointments are made in the main 
from the judiciary. If the district and appellate 
federal courts and the higher state courts are 
considered apprenticeships that may lead ulti- 
mately to the high prize of a Supreme Court 
appointment, better talent will be attracted to 
the judiciary. If it becomes apparent that the 
bulk of Supreme Court appointments are to be. 
made from the Senate, the Department of 
Justice and the executive and administrative 
agencies, the whole judiciary suffers. 

Why should it be necessary to go outside the 
judicial profession when there is available such 
talent—to mention only a few names—as Judges 
Harold M. Stephens, Joseph C. Hutcheson Jr., 
Sam G. Bratton and Florence Allen, all of the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals, or Judge 
Robert N. Wilkin of the Federal District Court 
for Ohio? 

An Oriental proverb says: “A ruler who ap- 
points any man to office when there is in his 
dominions another man better qualified for it, 
sins against God and against the state.” The 
weight of this injunction falls nowhere heavier 
than in the choice of the men who give life to 
the law through the opinions of the Supreme 
Court.

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Floors Without Ceilings 

“Except during severe depression,” the House 
Postwar Policy (Colmer) Committee proposes, 
“prices and markets (of farm products) should 
be largely free and production not restricted.” 
In plainer language, taxpayers’ money should 
indemnify farmers against depression, but the 
city people who pay most of the taxes should 
have no protection against inflated farm prices. 
Is it hoped that this one-way statesmanship will 
persuade the Decontrol Board not to restore 
basic food ceilings on Aug. 207 

The committee wants price supports, but no 
acreage or quota limits, Farmers would then 
produce vast surpluses of cotton, wheat and 
other staples, which taxpayers would have to 
buy and warehouse. The Government would be 
called on—again at taxpayers’ expense—to dump 
part of the surplus overseas under increasing 
export bounties, demoralizing foreign trade and 
jeopardizing world peace. 

The committee does have the grace to propose 
that Federal aid might also be given to shift 
surplus-producing farmers either to better 
schemes of agriculture or out of farming en- 
tirely, That way lies the real hope of long- 
range relief from “the farm problem.” But price 
supports, unless set very low, work against sych 
a progressive shift. 

It may also be said in the committee's favor 
that there is a case for reasonable price sup- 
ports so long as industry uses tariff protection 


‘ and other means to make prices high for the 


things farmers buy. But where there is justice 
in price floors, there is equal justice in price 
ceilings and production restrictions, 

The committee would be more persuasive with 
a little less care for. acquisitive farm politics and 
a little more for equity to the non-farmer, 
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Weapon Against Inflation 

It is sound economics for Reconversion Direc- 
tor John R. Steelman to defer $700,000,000 worth 
of public construction until spring or later. 
Since direct price controls have been weakened 
in the revised OPA bill, it is more important 
than_ever that over-all anti-inflationary meas- 
ures be taken. 

Deferment of public works has the further 
advantage of acting as a remedy for inflation 
in specific shortage areas. The Government will 
cease bidding up the price of labor and ma- 
terials in general, And in the construction 
industry, the Government ‘will free consider- 
able quantities of building materials for resi- 
dential construction. 

Steelman’s action makes more building mate- 
rials available for homes, and tends to keep the 
price of those materials down. But the effect 
will be limited. Vigorous enforcement of price 
controla remains the great necessity of the 
moment if inflation is to be averted. 
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Alabama Stands Out 


Alabama, bounded on the east by Talmadge’s 
Georgia, on the west by Bilbo’s Mississippi and 
on the north by McKellar’s and Crump’s Tennes- 
see, is in a fair way of becoming An oasis in the 
political desert of the Deep South. While her 
neighbor states have been electing Grade A, 
chromium-plated demagogues, Alabama has 
been naming to high office some men who from 
this distance look like a fairly close approxima- 
tion of statesmen. 

The immediate reason for Alabama's elation 
is the nomination to the Senate of Representa- 
tive John Sparkman, who, despite some bad 
votes, ranks as one of the more enlightened 
Southern Congressmen. Mr. Sparkman, serving 
with Senator Lister Hill, a definitely superior 
member of the upper house, should give Ala- 
bama senatorial representation of which, in this 
day of political mediocrity, it has a right to be 
proud, 

No rustic shyness restrains Alabamians from 
proclaiming this fact for themselves, We quote 
the Birmingham News: “Contrasted with most 
other Southern Senators, Hill and Sparkman 
will be conspicuous not merely for their vigorous 
statesmanship, but as the exemplars of a fresh 
dispensation in the politics of this region.” 

We ourselves, unintoxicated with pride, fear 
a lot of exemplaring may be required before 
that “fresh dispensation’’—free of Dixie dema- 
gogues—dawns on a grateful nation,

Tt was 2 January, 1944, as they say in the 
Army. Three Generals and three Colonels 
boarded a train in Washington's Union Sta- 
tion.

All of them carried formal military 
travel-orders, Gen, Alden H. Waitt, now 
chief of the Army Chemical Warfare Serv- 
ice, and the other high-ranking brass knew 
where they were going. The orders read: 


It is directed as necessary in the mili- 
tary service that you proceed on or about 
3 January 1944 from Washington, D. C., 
to New York, New York, on temporary 
duty for approximately one (1) day in 
connection with chemical warfare re- 
search and development, and upon com- 
pletion of this duty that you return to 

| your station, 


On the night of the second, the contin- 
gent led by Gen. Waitt, defying wintry 
winds, made its landing at the swank 
Hotel Pierre in New York to attend the 
sumptuous wedding-party being thrown by 
one Murray Garsson in honor of his bride- 
to-be daughter, 

The Party Was Terrific 

According to all available evidence, the 
party was terrific. In addition to the mili- 
tary dignitaries, the scene was graced by 
Representative Andrew Jackson May, ven- 
erable chairman of the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee, There are indications in 
our non-military annals, moreover, that the 
expedition was long and strenuous. The 
hotel records indicated that neither the 
Generals nor the Congressman checked out 
until late the following afternoon, 


The immediate effects of the gathering 
were reported as not too severe, but the 
real morning-after came 31 months later. 
By that time, probably all the guests had 
forgotten that a young photographer had 
immortalized the ‘proceedings, including a 
fatherly squeeze administered by Repre- 
sentative May to the beauteous bride and 
a romantic lapsitting episode involving 
Gen, William N. Porter and the bride's sis- 
ter.

The camera's findings had more than 
academic interest because Murray Garsson, 
it developed, was a large-scale war prof- 
iteer with a shady past and a dubious fu- 
ture. The Generals and Colonels ran the 
Chemical Warfare Service, which handed 
the Garssons their fattest contracts, 


More Than May in Question 


The Cdngressman from Kentucky lobbied 
furiously for this string of Illinois war 
plants dominated by two New Yorkers; 
simultaneously he served as “resident 
agent” for the Cumberland Lumber Co., 
which got $48,000 from the Garsson ring 
for lumber that was never delivered.

if the exposure of the gentleman from Ken- 
tucky overshadowed the role of the chair- 
borne infantry that dominated procurement 
policy throughout the war, 

The truth is that bigger corporations 
with better names than Erie Basin did not 
require the services of helpful Congress- 
men when they came to Washington offer- 
ing their production-all for the war effort 
at fancy prices. They dictated their own 
contract terms by “negotiating” with their 
own men, who had simply changed their 
clothing for the duration of hostilities. 


Army's Choice of Friends 


But the Garsson epic has a special un- 
derworld flavor, Murray Garason is an old- 
time playmate of such colorful characters 
as Al Capone, Owney Madden and “Dutch” 
Schultz. His brother, Henry, was fired 
from the Internal Revenue 
being tried (and acquitted) for extortion. 
Benjamin Franklin Fields, who allegediy

They paid themselves duplicate salaries, 
padded their expense accounts, threw 
gaudy parties to celebrate their E-awards 
(obtained through the persevering efforts 
of the gentieman from Kentucky).

Does mankind profit from its mistakes? 
Does it heed the evidence of history? C 

will it repeat the same blunders and allo 
itself to be catapulted into yet anothe 
and more dreadful world war? These @ 
the questions which disturb Prof. Neumann 
and should also trouble other thoughtful 
individuals. 

As an historian, Prof. Neumana has 
sought guideposts to the future in past ¢: 
perience. Particularly, he believes, with 
nineteenth-century thinker: “The historian 
is a prophet looking backwards.” In the 
between-wars years (he considers that Ja- 
pan's surrender ended tknother Thirty 
Years’ War) lie the errors which must be 
averted. They must be studied and dis- 
sected so that they will not be repeated, 
consciously or otherwise,

His book, therefore, is like an accordion 
with two solid ends and a moving middie. 
The first part stipulates his fundamental 
belief—the meaning which history has for 
the future. The second part is a record 
of the chicanery, petty selfishnesses, lust 
and tyranny from before Sarajevo to Pots« 
dam. The final part is a bit of wishful 
thinking which comes up, nevertheless, 
with some practical suggestions, It is, in 
a phrase, his program for peace. : 

That program is visionary, more so than 
its author probably realizes. Its ultimate 
success depends on the long-range realiza- 
tion of world government. Short of it, the 
UN must be made to work effectively and 
means must be found for the two great 
powers —the United States and the U.S.8.R, 

to live side by side in a climate of co- 
operation and friendliness, 

Peace must be considered, Neuman 
maintains, in two phases, the short wave 
and the long wave. In both phases there 
must be (1) the creation of conditions for 
lasting peace and (2) the destruction of 
fascism wherever and in whatever form it 
appears. Fascism, he asserts, will reappear) 
whenever the capitalist orbit of the United 
States and the socialist orbit of the U.8.S_R, 
cannot reconcile themselves to each other. 
So he concludes: “Russia and the United 
States hold the world in balance; there can 
be no equilibrium unless they concur.” 

7 * * 

Carrying this frame of thinking to tts 
roots, the individual must assume greater 
social and political responsibility as the 
capitalist order acquires some of the char- 
acteristics of the socialist order and vice 
versa. “Man must take his full share of 
daily responsibility; because the big world 
starts in the very back yard of the nations.” 
As Victor Hugo said of civilization: “It's 
a good idea; someone ought to start it.” 

These are noble thoughts, but they rug 
amok when Neumann contends that prog- 
ress in being made, in the UN, at London 
and at Paris. Perhaps he is right, but it

Russia to promote, if we could,

The Soviet Government respond- 
ed in the most friendly fashion to 
our suggestion and the British 
Foreign Secretary, Ernest Bevin, 
did everything possible both to 
encourage and facilitate our jour- 
ney. We told the Russians that 
there was nothing we desired, on 
our part, to exclude from discus- 
sion, and that we wanted, if we 
could, to aid in removing the 
clouds of misunderstanding which 
have overhung Anglo-Russian re- 
lations since the end of the war. 

We came with certain fixed ends 
{'n our minds. First, we had the 
conviction that the problem of 
Anglo-Russian relations is soluble, 
if we can advance to the stage 
where we understand, and, there- 
fore, can trust, one another. Sec- 
ond, we understand the passionate 
yearning of Russia for security 
against aggression, 


Victim of Aggression. 


Twice the victim of massive at- 
tack from Germany, each of 
which has resulted in overwhelm- 
ing losses in physical and human 
material, the Russians saw all the 
fruits of their labor and devoted 
self-sacrifice since the October 
revolution wiped out by war, just 
at the moment when it seemed 
that a period of release from the 
long burden was approaching; an- 
other generation will have, as a 
result, to learn life the hard way. 
The Russia of the inter-war years 
was the devoted friend of peace; 
the aggression came wholly from 
the German side. To safeguard 
the people from further aggression 
is a justifiable demand by the 
Russian leaders on those who 
make the peace, 

We came, thirdly, with 
realization that Russia had the 
right to be proud of its own rec- 
ord, It is not only, as the grim 
estimate of casualties show, that 
Russian citizens bore the brunt of 
the jand war. It is also the con- 
trast between the defeat of the 
corrupt and inefficient Tsarist 
regime, and the great victory of 
the Russian Revolution, the un- 
breakable strength with which it 
met and overcame its powerful 
enemy. Granted all the aid from 
America and Great Britain, it was 
the Russians themselves who 
broke the spinal column of Nazism 
and made its defeat inevitable. 
That has, quite naturally, given 
the Russians a new self-respect, 
the conviction that they are one 
of the vital powers of the world, 
the right to insist that they have 
a full share in forming the shape 
of things to come,

We were agreed, fourthly, that 
Germany must be demilitarized 
and de-Nazified: only a Germany 
that has-‘learned the meaning of 
free and democratic institutions, 
and has renounced the will to ex- 
pand at the cost of its neighbors 
by war, can be fully admitted to 
the comity of nations and be given 
the unfettered right to self-govern- 
ment. There muet be reparation 
for damage inflicted. There must 
he proof of the will to collaborate 
in the high tasks of peace. We 
cannot, any of us, afford to un- 
leash the brute forces of German 
militarism once more upon the 
world. 

We agreed, fifthly, that the po- 
sition of Russia as a socialist so- 
ciety in a world predominantly 
capitalist made its zeal for securt- 
ty of exceptional significance in 
the light of the diplomatic history 
of the world from 1917-1941. If 
we can, we have got to reach a 
modus vivend! which makes it un- 
necessary to’fear atomic measure, 
or attack by other weapons, bac- 
teriological, for example, not leas 
deadly. We are so greatly in sym- 
pathy with so large a part of Rus- 
sian social purpose that, in our 
judgment, to convince Russian 
leaders that they can trust us is 
a means of protection for our- 
nelves. 

In the light of these principles, 
there are certain things we want 
the Russians ito understand, We 
eee no ground between us out of 
which hostility ought to diverge.

ROUND TABLE SEMINAR 
OF PRESS INSTITUTE 


25 to Take Part in First of 
Series of Discussions on 
Newspaper Policies. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8 (AP)—A 
round table of 25 newspaper men 
from every section of the United 
States will participate in the first 


seminar of the American Press In- 
stitute opening at Columbia Uni- 
versity Sept. 30. 

Financed by 38 publishers repre- 
senting more than 70 dailies who 
have contributed more than $160,- 
000 to start the institute, the pro- 
gram now is in progress of being 
arranged to be held in six semi- 
nars covering a total of 18 weeks.

People, Chaplain Says. 

COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 8 (AP)— 
A returned chaplain declared at 
the international convention of 
the Disciples of Christ today that 
the “church has lost the common 
people, and her voice has become 
a strange song in our land.” 

The Rev, Jackson Jarman of 
Mexico, Mo., said that as a result 
there existed “gross immorality, 
not confined to the services alone, 
but amply evident there.” 

“The wonder is not that there 
is sO much immorality,” he con- 
tinued, “but that there is so little, 


considering how little religious 
nurture has been given.” 

The convention was told laat 
night “the moral deterioration of 
the Filipino people as a whole is 
the most serious tragedy of these 
years,”

OF HEART DISEASE 
- IN EARLY STAGES 


Electrokymograph Shows 
Muscular Motions of 
Organ on Screen. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 8 (AP) 
Temple University medical 
school announces development of 
a revolutionary device—the elec. 
trokymograph-——which will permit 
doctors to detect heart disease in 
its early stages. 

Dr. Bert B. Boone of Schwenks- 
ville, Pa., who has worked on the 
instrument for the last two years 
in co-operation with the United 
States Public Health Service, said 
the electrokymograph permits the 
doctor to photograph accurately 
the motions of the heart. He said 
that previous lack of such pictures 
had hampered early diagnosis of 
the ailment. 

The machine reflects the muscu- 
lar motions of the heart on a 
fluorescent screen, Dr. Boone 
said. These are converted into 
light impulses by means of a pho- 
to-clectric cell, acting like the hu- 
man eye. Any abnormal impulse 
will lead to discovery of heart 
disease, he pointed out.

| tion.. 


He noted that in the first the 


| Legislaturé sought to change from 


the probate courts to the magis- 
trate courts local handling of 
applications and 
said: 

“We still have Probate Courts 
in Missouri, If there is any ques- 
tion about persons applying to the 
probate court for the benefits of 
this article they have the right. 
(under an earlier bill already en- 
acted into law) to apply to the 
division of welfare of the Depart- 
ment of Public. Health and Wel- 
fare.” 

He also said there were reVision 
errors in drafting the bill. 

The second veto was against 
Senate Bill 301, concerning transa- 
fer of certain powers of school 
superintendents to the _ State 


‘Board of Education. 


The Governor noted that the 
section regarding foreclosure of 
achool fund mortgages was re- 
pealed and not re-enacted, In a 
recent Missouri Supreme Court 
ruling, he pointed out, the court 
held that “the order of sale re- 
quired by section 10387 (the ques- 
tioned section) is essential to a 
valid sale.” 

Donnelly told his press confer- 


ence that under a new Missouri 
statute, school districts are per- 
mitted to invest their funds only 
in government bonds or securities, 
necessitating the sale or fore- 
closure of mortgages in which the 
districts now have funds invested, 

He suggested the corrections 
and recommend changes be made 
in a new bill.

A 102-year-old house at 515 South) 
Third street, believed to be the 
first building in St. Louis built by 
a Negro owner, is being razed, 
The eight-room dwelling was erect- 
ed in 1844 by Louisa Labadie 
Charleville, wife of Loula Charle- 
ville, Negro butcher who had a 
shop at 13 Commercial street in 
the area now covered by the Jef- 
ferson National Expansion Me- 


morial. 
Dr. William G, Swekosky, den- 
tist whose hobby is the history of 


old St. Louis buildings, says he has 
found no record of earlier erection 
of a building by Negroes here, 
and points out that many Negroes 
still were in slavery in this area 
when the Charleville house was 
built. 7 

The house was unusual, Dr, Swe- 
kosky says, in that it had a front 
lawn and strips of grass on either 
side, with the property enclosed 
by a stone wall, After 1840, Dr.

The Record Makers

EW ORLEANS jazz is kept alive on four new platters by 
N Lu Watters’ Yerba Buena Jazz Band, a San Francisco outfit 

whose music has been getting widespread publicity. Record- 
ing bear the West Coast label, set up especially to wax the 
Watters band. Forthcoming are 72 more cuttings, including 
most of the standard N.O. parade and blues tunes. Watters’ 
band is comprised of eight veteran musicians, one trumpet more 
than the typical seven-piece New Orleans group. Watters, a 
trumpeter, isn’t too well known, but he once sat in a couple of 
dates for Muggsy Spanier with the old Bob Crosby band. Prin- 
cipal assets of the new Watters discs are the driving ensemble 
work and the compelling rhythm, with tuba and banjo. Solos, 
for the most part, hold up well. Watters’ best solo is on King 
Oliver's “Canal Street Blues,” braced with “Antigua Blues,” 
named after Lu’s Navy ship. Dick Lammi's tuba is no better 
than on “Chattanooga Stomp,” which also has Harry Mordecai 
in a banjo break. Bob Helm’s clarinet is nicely in low register 
on “Creole Belles” and Turk Murphy's ever-driving trombone 
is featured on his own “Trombone Rag.” Wally Rose, also an 
accomplished classical pianist, turns out fine ragtime on “Sun- 
burst Rag,” with rhythm backing. Completing the set are “Big 
Bear Stomp,” with a punchy solo by Trumpeter Bob Scobey, 
and “Working Man Blues,” another old Oliver opus. Drummer 
is Bill Dart, who spends a little too much time with the wood 
block. 
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WOODY HERMAN’S new Woodchoppers, on their first 
Columbia audition, rip through “Fan It,” the same Frankie 
Jaxson tune which the old Woodchoppers turned into a Decca 
classic. Woody sings with gusto and there are instrumental 
highlights by Red Norvo, Flip Phillips, Bill Harris and Sonny 
Berman, Filip is the band’s “Blowin’ Up a Storm,” an original 
named by an Iowa girl in a radio contest. Tony Aless’s piano 
starts out in a calm and solos by Woody, Trumpet Shorty 
Rogers, Phillips and Harris build up the storm, Great drumming 
by Don Lamond and bass by Chubby Jackson, no longer with 
Herman. Instrumental prowness of the Les Brown band is 
evidenced on “Lover's Leap,” with Les’s alto and Jimmy Zito’s 
trumpet in solo spots. “High on a Windy Trumpet” features 
Ted Nash's tenor, more Zito trumpet soloing and a fina] trumpet 
windup by the section which includes Zito, Bob Higgins, writer 
of both tunes, Don Jacoby and Al Muller. Also from Columbia 
are Harry James's “And Then It's Heaven” and “I Guess I 
Expected Too Much,” both sung by Buddy Dt Vito. 
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FROM DECCA: Louis Jordan has a couple of juke favorites 
in “That Chick’s Too Young to Fry” (done earlier for Victor 
by the Deep River Boys), and “Choo Choo Ch’Boogie.” Pianist 
Frank Froeba, fermer Goodmanite who also made some good 
records in his own name for Decca in 10937, is featured in an 
album, “Back Room Piano.” Guitar and bass assist Froeba 
as he dishes up plenty of tremelos and repeated grace notes, 
typical of barroom style, on “St. Louis Blues,” “Sugar Blues,” 
“Moosie Mousie Boogie,” “Just a Girl That Men Forget,” “It's 
a Sin to Tell a Lie,” “I Wonder Who's Kissing Her Now” and 
“Down by the Old Mill Stream.” Period stuff, but entertaining, 
VICTOR: The King Sisters, with Billy May leading the back- 
iff. do “Stone Cold Dead in the Market” and “The Coffee Song.”

A POINT OF USAGE 


W. W., of Asheville, submits a 
question which many other read- 
ers have sent to me: “An an- 
nouncer, following a newscast, 


says, ‘Your reporter has been John 
Doe.’ Is it correct to use the pres- 
ent perfect tense in this manner?” 


Answer: The construction, which 
grammarians call “present perfect 
tense,” represents action which 
began sometime in the past, and 
which has been completed at or 
has been continued to the present 
moment, as, He has been speaking 
for 30 minutes; I have always 
saved my money; she has written 
to me for years; I have come to 
the end of my lecture, 

Hence, “Your reporter has been 
John Doe” is not actually ungram- 
matical, As a matter of fact, the 
grammar is above reproach, How- 
ever, in logic, it is weak, and in 
suggestion it is disturbing. Such 
a statement seems to say: “Your 
reporter at some indefinite time 
in the past became John Doe, and 
he will continue to be John Doe 
until he stops speaking. Then, he 
will not be’ John Doe.” 

“Your reporter has been John 
Doe” ‘gets the cart before the 
horse. It is not your reporter who 
has been John Doe; it is John Doe 
who has Been your reporter. And 
he will go on being John Doe to 
the end of his days, whether he 
ever appears on another newscast 
or not. 

Therefore, both logic and gram- 
mar will be entirely satisfied with 
either of these wordings: 


1. John Doe has been your re- 


porter. 
2. Your reporter is John Doe.

They 
do not stop growing in summer-

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WHEN CHILDREN cannot go 
fo camp or summer school, the 
home and social service people 
have to take over and make ar- 
rangements for the children to en- 
joy full, happy, busy days during 
vacation months. The routine will 
be a great help to start, then the 
activities that can be afforded will 
do the rest. 

These days need not be all play. 
Children want to do something 
beside play. They do love to 
swim, they love to listen to a 
story, but they also want to be 
about their business of learning 
through useful activity, If they 
put on a play, let them build the 
scenery and make the costumes, 
sell the tickets, manage the whole 
business under skilled supervi- 
sion. But, whatever they do, let 
them do it, let them squeeze the 
last drop of experience out of it;

Beef a la Mode 


One pound fat salt pork, three 
pounds bottom round of beef, 
flour, salt and pepper, two cups 
boiling water or stock, one stalk 
celery, one sprig parsley, bit of 
bay leaf, one onion, sliced thin, 
one green pepper, shredded, one 
calf's foot, three teaspoons flour, 
one-fourth cup cold water. 

Cut salt pork in slices. Wipe 
beef and make slits in one side 
and insert strips of the pork. 
Sprinkle with flour and season 
with pepper and salt, Tie firmly. 
Try out two strips of salt.pork cut 
in dice. Brown meat on all sides 
in hot fat, Add bolling water or 
stock and any remaining salt pork. 
Add chopped celery, parsley, bay 
leaf, onion, green pepper and calf's 
foot. Cover closely and cook for 
two to three hours, or until very 
tender in a slow oven at 3800 
degrees. Remove fat from gravy 
and thicken with flou> mixed with 
cold water. Add more seasoning 
if desired, strain or not and pour 
into gravy boat. Serve meat on 
hot platter garnished with 
browned potatoes, and parsley 
wax beans, 


Veal Balls in Tomato Sauce 


One-fourth cup salt pork, one 
pound veal, dne teaspoon salt, one- 
half teaspoon pepper, one egg 
slightly beaten, milk to moisten, 
one slice onion chopped, one-half 
green pepper, chopped, three table- 
spoons flour, one and one-half cups 
strained tomato, one-half teaspoon 
anit, one clove garlic, chopped 
porsley. 

Put veal through food grinder. 
Try out salt pork, chop and com- 


bine with veal, Add salt, pepper, 


egg and milk. Shape into balls 
and brown in the pork fat. Re- 
move veal balls and add onion 
and pepper to pork fat remaining 
in pan and cook five Minutes, Add 
flour, stir until blended and add 
strained tomato, salt, garlic and 
veal balls. Simmer 30 minutes 
and serve aprinkled with chopped 
parsley.

HE most frequent point of 

agreement among Municipal 

Opera singers is the subject 
of grand opera. Grand opera, they 
will tell you, almost to a man and 
woman, is their one big aim in 
life; moreover, they imply it is 
the only kind of music worthy of 
their talents and that anything in 
a lighter vein is a mere tempo- 
rary stopgap. 

Richard Manning, who has sung 
both and considers his role in 
“Robin Hood,” this week's Mu- 
nicipal Opera, “harder to sing 
than any grand opera written,” 
has a different opinion about the 
comparative merits of grand 
opera, and, in fact, thinks that 
unless it’s done extremely well it's 
not worth hearing. It has to be 
staged excellently and sung ex- 
cellently, he says, otherwise it 
has no excuse for existing. 


An intense and voluble person 
on the subject of opera, Manning 
also has some definite ideas on 
what goes toward making excel- 
lent singers in grand opera. 

“The only way to make the 
grade in opera is the old-fashioned 
way of years of training in small 
theaters,” he says, “experimenting 
with stage technique, ironing out 
your mistakes, just as Pinza and 
the other great singers did. The 
trouble with much of our opera 
here is that young singers are 
broken in before they’ve had suf- 
ficient experience, America doesn’t 
have enough small opera compa- 
nies where singers can get sound 
early training. 


“Not that I feel qualified to give 
gratuitous advice,” he adds with a 
smile, “I realize that opera is too 
big a thing to be explained in 
cliches, Nothing you could say in 
a few words would be of value to 
anyone.” 


Manning’s own experience in at- 
taining his operatic career with 
the Metropolitan could scarcely be 
duplicated by any aspiring ama- 
teurs anyway, since he arrived at 
opera by way of being a student 
at Oxford, a newspaper man, and 
a professional football player. Born 
in London, England, he is never- 
theless really more of a Canadian, 
he points out, because of his five

Critical as he is of certain 
phases of opera, grand and 
lighter, he has nothing but praise 
for his present employers, 

“I think this St. Louls organi- 
zation is without equal,” he said, 
“Working conditions are delight- 
ful, the chorus—which means 
so much to a singer—is excellent, 
and even if the directors some- 
times accidentally get hold of a 
lemon to work with they somehow 
manage to transform it into some- 


thing good to see and hear.” 


An enthusiastic sportsman, Man- 
ning likes skiing, ice hockey, and 
football, and was a bit perturbed 
because as Robin Hood, he would 
be unable to perform dramatically 
as the original did. 

“All the shooting of game or 
men that I do is offstage and 
they’re carefully laid out, nice and 
dead, before they’re brought in,” 
he said, “so I can't be as much 
a Douglas Fairbanks character as 
I'd like.” Too, he is still favor- 
ing his arm, hurt in a dueling 
scene last week in “Prince of Pil- 
sen.” 

A resident of New York, at least 
at present, Manning is unmarried 
and, he says, unmarriageable. 

“I've never been even within 
hailing distance of getting mar- 
ried,” he explained, “and now it 
looks as if I'm rapidly turning 
into a corrupt old bachelor.”

HERE are many reasons for 
T avoiding weak overcalling, but 
one of the unappreciated rea- 

sons is that the overcaller, consci- 
ous of guilt, is apt to become 
OVERLY timid on later rounds of 
bidding. This is a typical case;

East didn't do well at his four- 


club contract’ In fact, on South's 
inspired lead of the diamond four, 
to which dummy (West) played 
low and North the eight, East 
went down no fewer than four 
tricks, for an 1100-point penalty! 


It is, of course, easy to blame 
East for this catastrophe, inas 
much as he didn't have to bid 
four clubs when the opponents 
quit short of game. Any such 
judgment, however, would be over~ 
looking the true culprit and the 
real crime. I do not refer by this 
to West's two-heart overcall—out- 
rageous as that action was!—but 
to West's subsequent ostrichlike 
tactic in staying quiet when he 
must have realized that his part- 
ner might plunge to his doom, 


The only logic in the two-heart 
call—infinitesmal as it was—lay 
in the slim hope that East would 
be able to support hearts very 
strongly. When that support 
failed to materialize—when ine 
deed, East made the to-be-expect- 
ed club call that was so dangerous 
from West's point of view—West 
should have said to himself: “I 
gambled in hearts, and failed— 
that is, I didn’t hit my partner. 
NOW I've got to make sure that 
we don't go off the deep end in 
another direction—clubs, True, I 
had nothing resembling a sound 
overcall, but on East's club bid 
and my own holding, we should 
certainly be able to beat three 
spades.’ And on that simple and 
direct note, West should have dou- 
bled!
